The case wus argued before Judge Hnin- 
mond while holding Court for Judge 
tSage ia Ohio, and is said to go further 
than any previous decision in the pro- 
tection o£ author's property in their 
books. The Bell Publishing Compuny 
sell Elaine's book only by bubscription, 
and has done everything possible to keep 
it away from the general trade, but au 
agent, to whom they sent copies for de- 
livery, sold books to dealers aud pock- 
eted the money. Some copies of.this 
purchase 
were procured cy on Ohio 


merohuct with notice of the fraud, and 
Judge Hammond restrains him from 
selling them, lioldiug it piracy on tbe 
copyright to sell without the author's 
consent surreptitiously obtained copies 
of a genuine print as it is to sell unliuv- 
fully printed copies. The opinion holds 
that it is the duty of the proposed 
dealer, when he knows n book is sold 
only by subscription, to make inquiry 
.•is to the nuthoiity of auy one offering 
to sell in any other mode, aud the fail- 
ure to raalce inquiry is equivalent to 
notice of the Iruud. The Act of Con- 
gress is held to have confurred on the 
author a monopoly oi the sale, which is 
itself au incident to properly, und that 
one is entitled to be protected in the 
exclusive use of that which is exclusively 
his. The following quotation from the 
opinion will explain its scope of argu- 
ineut: "I do not exalt literary propeity 
ubove other kinds, or hedge it about 
with a divinity of right uncl remedy, 
but place it in the category of nil other 
rights, only finding that because oi Us 
delicate und peculiar character it is es- 
pecially liable to piratical depredation 
like that attempted ill this case, where- 
by the owner loses his fair profits, and 
Congress has provided as a convoy for 
it a fleet of rights and remedies particu- 
larly ndnpted for its defsnse against 
pirates, whether they sail under the 
blank flag of the marauding pirate or 
the ordinary flags of commerce dis- 
played for the purpose of spoliation."

CATTLE COUNTHY. 


In th* fullent meaning of the phrase. 
The gifts of nature are diversified in 
character and scattered from pole to 
l>ole. 
Yet when ench is viewed from a 


proper point of observation the fitness 
at all niuure's handiwork is readily rec- 
ognized. The ''cowman," when ho un- 
derstands the situation iu the ITumbokit 
county, at once declares that there was 


mistake made in fashioning it for tbe 


fiuoht specimens of the bovine race. 


The valley x5r°Per begins near the 


famous 


HUMUOLDI WELL"!, 


Say twenty-five miles west of the east- 
em boundary of the State of Nevada, 
and bears » little south of west for a 
distance of about three hundred miles. 
It varies in width from a narrow canyon 
of a few hundred yards to a 


BEOAD OPEN PLAIN 


Of fifteen aiilea. The soil is almost rfni- 
vtirsally rich iu piodnotive qualities, 
when properly controlled, but at the 
same time exceedingly varied iu appear- 
ance and natural conditions. There lire 
the "meadows,'' ns the settlers call the 
low, first bottoms, covered with tall, 
green grass. The second bottom, gen- 
erally having a growth of small sage- 
brush and some alkali; tbe third bot- 
tom, or very gentle slope, with larger 
sage-brush and grease-wood, aud the 
rolling table lands and low ridges cov- 
ered ill like manner with rich green 
sward. 


Many of the meadows produce a 


NATIVE CLOTHE 


In connection with the coarser grass 
that is possessed of all the nutritive 
qualities of the best varieties of the cul- 
tivated clovers. One and a half to two 
aud a half tons of choice hay to the 
acre is the average crop from these 
lands. 
In some localities tbo higher bottoms, 


and especially along the bordering foot- 
lulls, produce very fiue bay, but as a 
rule there is not sufficient grass to jus- 
tily rnowiug. Scattered all among the- 
sage-brush, however, is a very consider- 
able quantity of what is known as 


BDNCH GRASS, 


Probably the richest iu nutritions ele- 
ments of any of the grasses. 


Bordering the valley on either ski 


are high mountains extending for its en- 
tire distance, save where cut by the out- 
let of the 


HUNDBEDS OF SPAEKLING STBEA5IS . 


That flow into the Humboldt river. The 
Humboldt itself is n very respectable 
river in size, with low banks and suffi- 
cient current to keep ths water pine 
This stream, is fed and Hindu u j > by the 
following named tributaries from Uie 
north, beginning near tbe village of 
Wells: Bishop's Creek, fifteen miles 
long; Burnt creek, twenty oJtl miles iu 
length; Taber creek, twenty-four miles 
long, with hftlf a dozen unnamed creeUs 
emptying into it, each several milns in 
length; Mary's river, or as some call it, 
the North IliuiibohU, fifty inilea in 
length with two score or more of tribu- 
tary streams; North Fork, fifteen miles 
Twin creek 'and numerous branches 
Jnskson creek, ten miles long; SUM 
creek, thirty miles long; Maggie Creak, 
forty or fifty miles loug, with numerous 
branches; Bob's Creole, tsu miles lonx 
Bogus craek, with naif a dozen branches 
Kock Creek, heading away north in thi- 
Ovvybee Huffs and flowing booth tiboul 
fifty niilen with a muUiturlo of small 
steams tributary ; Kelle.y crenk, twenty- 
five miles long, with various brunches 
Little Humboldfc river, thirty odd imle« 
in length, watering the celebrated Para- 
dise Valley. 


Besides these there are many smal 


and short streams that have not been 
raised to the dignity ot a name. Border- 
ing all of these streams aie. 


PINE VALLEY ASD BOTTOM LANDS, 


Similar in character to those above de- 
scribed. 


On the south side of the river, begin- 


ning npar the same starting point an be- 
fore, Wells, tht-ie 
are six running 


streams 
from three to teu miles ID 


length in a distance of fifteen miles. 
Then comes Bendei Creelt, six miles 
loug. Again there are six or heveu erf eks 
in the next eight miles, all of them 


LIVING STBEASLS. 


Three to five miles loug. Then comes 
Lamoille Creek, twenty miles long, with 
half a dozen branches near its source in 
the foot hill of the mountains.- Four 
miles below Latnoille Cr»ek empties 
having run about fifteen miles from the 
mountain. 


The south fork of the Humboldt is 


lhf» next, with a length of over fifty 
miles, and many tributary streams. 
Passing ono or two short creeks we ar- 
rive at tho inouth of Pins Gr«ek, bar- 
ing » length of twenty-five or thirty 
miles and many small feeders. 


For the next thirty-five miles there 


are no streams of any &ize running into 
tbe Humboldt, but the valley is gener- 
«lly wide and 


NUMEEOUS LABGE SPEINOS 


Are found near tho foot-hills which af- 
ford an abundance of stock water, but 
sink in the soil before reaching the 
river. 


Eeeso river flows into the Humboldt 


near Battle Mountain, having a length 
of sixty odd miles with a wide valley 
border for a portion of the distance. 
Wo&t of this point are Pfete Creek, 
"White Sfige, Santa Rosa, Clear Creek, 
Dr.u Glen Greek, Star Creek, Coyote 
and several nameless ones. 


This carries us to 


HUMBOLDI' LAKE, 


The first of a series of lakes into which 
the waters of the Humboldt river flow, 
and from which they are absorbed by 
the earth and drank up by evaporation. 
The elevation of this basin is 2,900 feet, 
the lowest spot in the valley, and the 
Summer's heat is sufficient to cause 
rapid evaporation of the accumulated 
waters from above. 
Originally there 


were very extensive natural meadows 
sarrouurliuK this lake, and tho yield of
